Office Action Summary 
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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-2 in the reply filed on 1/5/05 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Orosz et 
al (6431534) in view of Yates (6726193). 

a. Orosz et al disclose clamp having a c shape (fig . 1 ) with first and second 
arms (102&104), a clamping cavity (152), and a threaded fastener (120). 

b. Orosz et al does not disclose a threaded retention nut secured within two 
opening notch. 61 

c. Yates discloses a clamp having a threaded retention nut (16) secured 
within two opening notch (the hole retaining the nut with openings on the top and 
bottom) which allows for an alternative means for retaining the threaded fastener 
member. 

d. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified the Orosz et al device by providing 
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a threaded retention nut as taught by Yates which allows for an alternative 
means for retaining the threaded fastener member. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Huston et al and Smith disclose a device.
